REGINA, July 2—Questioning 
authority of the federal govern- 
ment for its actions in the hand- 
ling of the trek of relief camp 
strikers here, Hon. T. C. Davis, 
Saskatchewan attorney - general, 
telegraphed Hon. Hugh Guthrie, 
minister of justice at Ottawa, de- 
manding an explanation.

EXPORT ENCOURAGEMENT 

The export lineup is the most 
optiniistic note struck by a grain 
trade that faces possible elimin- 
ation of futures operations on the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange Gov- 
ernment legislation to establish a 
federal Grain Board would halt 
futures operation on the exchange 
where an 80-cent “peg” has been 
in force since last November 

The market started 1935 with 
May wheat at 8275 cents and July 
at 8355, or 24% cents above “pegged” 
levels Only once since 1934 did 
quotations drop to the minimum 
That was early in February when 
July wheat rested for a few hours 
at 81'4 cents 


APRIL TOP LEVELS 

A minor bull movement occurred 
in April when crop damage was 
reported in the United States south- 
west from drought, The upswing 
carried the market ahead about 10

No trading has 
been permitted in the October 
option, a heavy hedging menth, 
pending the outcome of grain board 
legislation before parliament, 
CANADA'S INNINGS 

From now until the Argentine 
and Australian crops start moving 
to world markets early. in 1936, it 
should be Canada’s innings in the 
export field It is in that time 
traders look for straightening out 
of the harfied market position of 
the Dominion.

TRADE MOVEMENT 

In the field of international trade 
Canada continues to hold her cred- 
itable position among the nations. 
Both exports and imports have 
grown with the favorable balance 
of exports slightly larger than for 
the first half of last year. Exports 
in the first five months of 1935 
totalled $248,395,950 compared with 
$231,623,533 in the same period of 
1934. an increase of seven per cent 
while imports totalled $213,648,704 
against $201,203,953, an increase of 
six per cent 

The balance of exports over im- 
ports was $34,747,246 compared with 
a favorable balance of $30,419,575 


in the same months of last year 
Total external trade in the five 
months was $462,044.654 ag@inst 
$432,027.491 in the corresponding 
period of 1934, an increase of 
$29,217,163 

Expansion of trade in recent 
months has been mainly with Em- 


pire countries and the United Stat- 
es. Opening of a market for Cana- 
dian livestock south of the border 
due to the sharp advance of prices, 
has been an important factor in 
swelling the trade figures About 
90.000 head of Canadian cattle were 
shipped to the United States in the 


last six months compared with 
about 25,000 head in the same 
months of last yea! 
CATTLE SALES INCREASE 

Sales of cattle on the Canadian 


stockyards were greater in the first 
half of this year than last and the 
marketing, of hogs was also greater 
Canada still holds the expanded 
British market for bacon which was 
gained in 1933 under the Ottawa 
agreements, Three hundred thous- 
and Canadian hogs were sold in the 


British market in the last six 
month a considerable increase

The Canadian hog raising indus- 
try is still operating under a lower

Silver production is rapidly in- 
creasing, due to the impetus given 
by the sharp advance in the world 
price for the white metal. Canada 
stands third among the nations as 
a producer of silver Nickel is 
posting new production records 
having recently passed the 1929 
peak. Copper mining is still lag- 
ging because of the low price of 
metal though there has been some 
improvement in the last year in 
that respect. Coal production also 
showed a moderate increase 

Extent of Canada’s recovery 
from the bottom of the depression 
is set forth in a recent compilation 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics reports, It is disclosed that in- 
dustrial production in Canada has 
increased 61 per cent from the level 
of February, 1933 ‘as representing 
about the low point of the depres- 
sion) compared with a recovery of 
38 per cent by the United States 
The percentages of recovery in 
other departments follow: manu- 
facturing, Canada 59, US.
